ó Tána Roses in the shiul.bery, once intro- 
duced, while going on for ever, miáoal 
care or attention, have the nice knack of 
spreading by self-sown seedlings of vari- 
able character, provided fallen leaves R 
not cleaned away, a good example oí 
which we were wont to see in the 
sheltered and much shut-in gardens of 
Trinity College, Pembroke road, Dublin. 
These hybrid Uellebores more than 
tolerate the partial shade of shrubs and 
overhanging trees, but thoroughly enjoy 
it, under these conditions, self-sown 
seeds vegetate forthwith, otherwise those 
from seedsmen enerally take 12 months 
to germinate. nder the name of Helle- 
borus hybridus, with a wealth of 
varieties, ranging in colour from pure 
white to deep, dull purple, with illimit- 
able spotting and freckling, although not 
listed in all catalogues, seeds can always 
be had on order, and sown in a box of 
chiefly leafmould, under sustained mois- 
ture in a cold frame. Although one may 
have to wait for months ere plantlets 
appear, they are worth waiting for for 
the purpose indicated,

TRANSPORT OF SAND.

The Sonthern Railway Company of England 


are starting comprehensive schemes for deal- 
ing with the problem of delivering building 
materials on the site. The disadvantage the 
railway company is under is that while they 
can give comparatively cheap rates on rail, 
there has not been the facility for cheap trans- 
port from rail to the job. Often-times it 
costs more to take the materials from the 
railway station to the job than it does to 
carry them a distance on rail. In the brick 
trade this difficulty has been got over by 
use of 4-ton containers—two such containers 
are carried on the rail truck, and at the ter- 
minus each container is transferred to a lorry, 
thus enabling four tons of bricks to be de- 
livered intact to the job. 

The Southern Railway now propose to 
apply the same principle to delivery of sand. 
A through rate will be available, including 
rail and road transport, to any job in London 
on favourable terms, which will enable the 
trade to obtain this sand for the use of 
plastering and‘ cast-stone manufacturing, 
steel reinforcement and general building.

25 PER CENT. CUT IN BUILDING 
TRADE WAGES. 


The principal employers of labour in the 
huilding trades of New York City have 
reached an agreement to support one another 
against any resistance that may be offered 
by the trade unions to concerted action for 
drastic wage reductions in this, the highest 
paid major industry of the United States. 

A reduction of 25 per cent. for all classes 
of labour in this industry has been decided 
upon by the Board of Governors, of the Build- 
ing Emplovers’ Association. This reduction 1s 
to take effect on May 1, according to an an- 
nouncement made at the annual convention of 
the New York State Association of Builders. 
This sweeping cut in the pay of building trade 
operatives will, it is asserted by the Board of 
Jovernors, bring their wage scale down to 
the level of 1923 at a single blow. The basic 
scale of bricklavers would thus he reduced 
on May 1 to $i2 a day, that of “inside

rate of unskilled labourers will be $7. 

The chairman of the Board of Governors 
said that it was impossible to negotiate on 
the subject with the unions in view of the 
fact that ‘‘ no officer of a union could afford 
to advocate a reduction of wages because he 
might as well resicn.”’ 


REINFORCED CONCRETE PIER

The new pier at Hove (Sussex) will be 
constructed of reinforced concrete, 1,450ft. 
long and 90ft. wide, with a covered wey. it 
will be the widest in Great Britain, and at 
the entrance a theatre will be erected sur- 
rounded by an arcade of shops. A large 
restaurant and concert hall will be built in 
the centre, and at the end of the pier a 
kursall for amusement and exhibitions will be 
erected. There will be seating accommoda- 
tion along the whole length on both sides, 
and at the end of the pier a landing stage, 
for cross-Channel boats and coastal steamery 
will be constructed. Passengers will be able 
to embark at almost any state of the tide. 
Fishing decks will be provided for anglers 
and a club will be formed. The pier, when 
completed, should be the finest in the British 
Isles, and up to date in construction and 
attraction. A solarium or sun-parlour will 
be erected. Fifty shops will be erected on 
the front and surrounding the theatre in the 
form of an arcade. In the centre of the pier 
a building will be erected for use as a concert 
hall. ballroom and large public restaurant, 
equipped with a modern kitchen. There will 
also be buffets and refreshment bars fitted 
throughout. The amusement or exhibition 
hall will be erected at the end of the pier, 
size approximately 250ft. by 210ft.

It has been pointed out that 
so long as the volume of noise remains 
at a uniform level the amount of incon- 
venience is not so great as when the 
sounds. are irregular and intermittent. 
To a light sleeper the human voice is 
the most disturbing of all sounds-- 
probably because the mind cannot help 
trying to catch the meaning of what as 
being said.

A Smuggler’s Paradise. 


I doubt if there is another spot in 
Europe where smuggling flourishes so 
thoroughly at present as on the frontier 
between Germany and Holland and Bel- 
gium. According. to a report which I 
have received, the entire population along 
the six-hundred-mile. stretch is entering 
enthusiastically into the new “ sport.” 
With petrol at 35 pfennigs a quart in 
Germany, but only 11 pfennings a few 
miles off, nothing is more natural than 
to take a little ride across the border 
line; and petrol stations with their tanks 
throng the Belgian road near the fron- 
tier. Some of the kindly garage men 
admit to selling 10,000 gallons in a day. 
Cigarettes cost half as much in Belgium 
as in Germany. Almost the same is true 
of chocolate, coffee and bread. I do not 
wonder that the frontier population is 
keen on cycling and walking. Mother 
fastens her ‘‘ false bosom ”’ on her chest, 
and puts on a special petticoat with deep 
inside pockets. Father takes his bicycle, 
parts of which can be screwed off, filled 
with coffee beans, tobacco and cigarettes, 
and screwed back again. The children. 
go, too, because they have been trained 
to shout a privately-understood warning 
when they see the uniform of a Customs 
official in the distance. It looks as if 
these conditions must continue for a 
while, since the German. Government 
finds that it cannot afford to put more 
men in. the Customs offices.

SALMON: FISHING AT 
LUCAN.

CLAIM OF PRIVATE 
RIGHTS. 


What was described as “ a bombshell ”’ 
was dropped amongst the licensed 
anglers of Dublin district this week, when 
certain of them were warned by the pre- 
sent owner of the Lucan demesne that 
the river was.closed to public fishing 
below Lucan, at the place known as 
the Lower road. 

Last night, at a well-attended meeting 
of the licensed anglers of the Dublin dis- 
trict, held at 3 Inns quay, Mr. Frank 
A. Shore presiding, this matter was under 
discussion for a considerable time, and 
it was stated that the Liffey at the point 
now claimed as a private fishery has been 
fished by the public, without let or 
hindrance, for the past fifty-five years. 
The present owner of the demesne claims 
the sporting right of fishing a certain 
portion of the river, and of preventing 
anyone else doing sv. 

Mr. Woodnutt, who acted as secretary 
to the meeting, said that the fishery had 
been public from time immemorial on 
that particular stretch of river. Salmon- 
fishing with rod and line did not, how- 
ever, start until twenty-live yeaw ago. 
Prior to that there were no licences taken 
out in the Dublin district. This fishery 
had improved in recent years owing to the 
action of the Salmon Anglers’ Associa- 
tion. That Association had appointed 
special bailiffs, and, after costly litiga- 
tion, had succeeded in having the grids 
removed from the weirs at Island Bridge 
só that the fish could easily go up river. 
As a result, there were now more salmon 
in the river than ever before, 

Having given particulars. of the 
fishery in question, Mr. Woodnutt said 
that it had never been claimed as a pri-

With “The Tempest” Shakespeare bade 
farewell to the drama, and he packed it nage 
exquisite fancy and accurate observation © 
life It is & play that one would never tire 
of seeing, but a larger audience might have 
been present when it was produced yesterday 
afternoon at the Gaiety Theatre. 

“The Tempest’ has been variously ap- 
praised a morality play and a court masque, 
but it is possible nowadays to see im it a 
political intention. Is Caliban the symbol for 
“the mob’? He is a creature brutish im 
instinct, animal in appetite, and bestial- in 
habits, Yet he po a soul and an in- 
tellect, as Prospero proved. The terrible 
revelation comes when it is discovered that 
as the mental calibre of the “‘ monster’ 1s 
raised the ter is his MEOEEN " ! for evil. 
It is possible that Shakespeare felt towards 
democracy as do many prominent people three 
hundred and twenty © eg after ‘The 
Tempest ” was first stag The only persons 
of “low degree’’ in the play—Caliban, 
Stephano, the foolish Trinculo—plan a 
revolution, and gravely debate the right of 
rank and authority. Something more than 
mere fooling was, surely, intended by the poet. 
In the end Caliban was left with the island 
to himself, without the comfort of Stephano's 
wine-botties. 


A NOTABLE PERFORMANCE. 

Yesterday afternoon's performance was 
notable for the marvellous acting of Sir Frank 
Benson as Caliban. It was marvellous for 4 
man of his years to prance and jump, climb 
trees and turn somersaults with an agility 
that would have been creditable to a man 
half his age. Occasionally he permitted the 
brutish nature of Caliban to obtrude, held in 
check by Prospero; and even when Stephano 
and Trinculo got drunk with him the veneer 
of civilisation did not break badly. Sir 
Frank Benson's Caliban was rather like a 
savage who had been through the mission 
schools, and showed only rare glimpses of his 
atavistic nature. The performance gave the 
audience great delight, and it was enthu- 
siastically applauded.  Trinculo (Mr. Peter 
Madgewick) and Stephano (Mr. Denis Roberts 
added to this delight and shared in the 
gratified applause.

tions, is a more delicate matter; but the 
Japanese military and naval staffs show 
no symptoms of nervous hesitation. Their 
objective has not been stated, for obvious 
reasons; but there is little doubt that it 
is the virtual control of the south-eastern 
corner of Kiangsu Province, south of the 
Yangtse, embracing the City of Shanghai. 


No doubt, they are prepared to contem- 
plate: the temporary continuance of the 
International Settlements as a geographi- 
cal entity, in deferénce to European and 
American wishes. The concession, how- 


ever, is not great; for, if Japan secures 
her object, the Settlements will cease to 
have any commercial value. 

The thirteen miles of railway between 
Shanghai and Woosung, on the mouth of 
the Yangtse, are the manifest key to the 
situation, and Japan has acted accord- 
ingly. Since the southern end of the rail- 
way lies in the North Station at Chapei, 
the eccupation of this district became a 
first necessity. Here Japan's task was 
rendered diplomatically easier by the fact 


that Hongkéw, on the east of Chapei and 
north of the Soochow “week, already was 
deemed her portion of the Internationa] 
Settlements. It remained only to talk of 
disturbances and Chinese aggression, and 
to march bluejackets from Hongkew into 
Chapei. This course Admiral Shiosawa 
pursued with much bombing by aero- 
planes. Probably he conducted this opera- 


, 


tion with too much noise—undoubted| y the 
general hubbub and slaughter have done 
much to alienate foreign sympathy with 
Japan—but it is not unlikely that he 


wished to make a display of force in order 
to forestall any chance of $ Chinese 
counter-attack. Indeed, there is reason to 
suppose that the Japanese are a little 
nervous on this score. Only yesterday 
Mr. Shigémitsu, the Japanese Minister to 
China, while expressing a pious hope that

trayed a more genuine fear for the safety 
of.the few thousand Japanese bluejackets 
in the Chapei area. At least twenty 
thousand: Chinese are facing them. 

In the meanwhile the Woosung forts are 
being bombarded from the sea. Japan, 
through her Consul-General, has announce} 
her intention to occupy the place, and, 
although Woosung’s forts ara less 
archaic than moct of China's defences, the 


fall of the town is only a matter of time. 
Thus, with one flank resting on the mouth 
of the Yangtse and covered by .her fleet, 
and with thé other in Chapei, protected— 
unintentionally, but in fact—by tle troops:

the world.” “This is an ambitious claim, 
and it would be pleasant to have statistics 
for some other lands. It has been com- 
puted, we read, that the annual cost of 
electricity for an average artisan’s dwelling 
in Manchester or Glasgow is sixty-three 
shillings. A similar supply in Detroit costs 
21 dollars—roughly, £4 at par—and in 
Berlin and Frankfurt it costs some 180 
schillings—at par, about £5 5s. Rural 
areas in England appear to be charged at a 
flat rate. A typical example is provided 
by East Anglia, where a maximum flat 
rate of £3 a year is charged ; furthermore, 
three ‘‘ points ” are fixed free of charge, 
and a hundred and twenty free units are 
allowed. The result of* these very 
reasonable prices is apparent from the 
information that already eighty per cent. 
of the village houses are equipped with 
electrical cookers. ‘‘ Where, a few months 
ago,’’ we are told, “ cottagers relied on 
candles and oil lamps, to-day they have 
better electrical facilities than many a 
town house.” In all cases the actual cost 
of installation and the cost of appliances 
are arranged on the hire purchase system, 
and to this fact the Board attributes the 
unusual success of its policy in country 
districts. It is expected that by 1933 the 
whole country will have been enabled to 
benefit from the grid system; and then 
there will be no further excuse for the 
admittedly high charges which at present 
are forced by costs of distribution upon a 
number of existing supply companies. A 
comparison between these new English 
rates and the rates prevailing in the Free 
State would be interesting; but, unfor- 
tunately, the means of comparison are not 
available. It is curious, however, that, 
while the trend of prices in Englaud, since 
the original companies were taken over by 
the Central Electricity Board, has been 
im every case downward, parts of the Free 
State have now to pay more for current 
than they would have paid if the early 
companies still controlled the electrical 
supply. The Electricity Supply Board 
ought to study the effect of cheap rates in 
England if it wishes to increase the Free 


State’s consumption.

A Wise Veto. 


At least one place in the Irish Free 
State will be unassailed by polities during 
the next fortnight. The Portrane Menta! 
Hospital will be that happy spot; for a 
parliamentary candidate’s wish to address 
the attendants has been denied because 
“the holding of a meeting within the 
grounds of the hospital would. have an 
unfavourable effect on the patients.’’ The 
decision is not merely humune, but wise. 
It is important that the vitients shall be 
removed from oxciting it: uences, and it is 
hardly less important that they shall have 
a kindly feeling for their fellow-citizens 
who are still at large. If a candidate of 
one party were permitted to argue his 
cause within hearing of Portrane’s 
inmates, the candidates of all parties 
could claim a like privilege ; and almost 
certainly such liberty of prophesying must 
have regrettable results. There are candi- 
dates who—if we may judge by their 
speeches to other audiences—would try 
to persuade Portrane that the whole Free 
State, with much benefit to her wealth and 
happiness, could be reorganised as an 
insular asylum. They would plead that a 
country is not really independent until] 
its intimate neighbour and the rest of 
the world have no existence for it; and that 
three million persons can live by taking 
in one another's washing. They would 
maintain that the intimate neighbour, 
though rich and very strong, could be 
kicked without fear of retort. Gravely 
logical, they would insist that the mere 
act of repudiation extinguishes a legal and 
moral debt. Furthermore, such candi- 
dates would assure Portrane, with gay 
confidence, that this quaint programme 
must triumph at the polls. Need we press 
the point? It consists in the unsettling 
effect on Portrane’s inmates: of an 
apparently . just. grievance against the 
world which calls itrelf sane.

Earthquake in Cuba. 


The earthquake at Santiago de Cuba 
appears now to have been a much smaller 
affair than was indicated by the first re- 
ports. Dreadful tales of fifteen hundred 
dead and countless minor injuries, with 
details of particular horrors, yesterday 
caused everybody to discount the Sager 
valuation of the experts. Mr. J. J. Shaw, 
the West Bromwich seismologist, did not 
hesitate, even among such alarming 
rumours, to state boldly that the waves, as 
recorded by his instruments, were not

| HE unsatisfactory position of persons 
insured against unemployment who 
happen to work on one side of the 
Northern border and reside on the other 
side, which was; again -ventilated at a 
meeting at Belleek, Co. Fermanagh, this 
week, is a very old question. Tt has at 
varigus times since 1923 occupied the 
attention of the Free State Government. 

It was authoritatively stated at the 
Ministry for Industry and Commerce in 
Dublin yesterday that much n- 
dence has taken place with the Northern 
Ireland Government, but without any 
successful result. In 1926 officials of the 
Department met, in Belfast, officials of the 
Northern Ministry of Labour and the 
matter was discussed very fully. The 
Free State officials put up various pro- 
posals for reciprocal arrangement. but one 
after another these were turned down, and, 
on the part of Northern Ireland, no 
alternative scheme was suggested. 

The matter was also raised at Geneva, 
but avain without effect. i 

A similar question, too, has from time 
to time arisen in connection with 
migratory labourers from the Free State 
to Great Britain, and, even as recently 
as last March, the Free State Govern- 
ment was in commynication with the 
British Government on the subject, but, ne 
doubt, because of the pre-ooccunation of 
the British Government in regard: to other 
matters since then no result has been 
arrived at. 

The Free State Government is, T was 
informed, ready at any time to go into 
the question again in the hope that some 
system of reciprocity in the matter mav 
be achieved, thus insuring that workers 
who have been stamnpine cards may not 
be deprived of the benefits which «ere

SIX KILLED IN CUBA 
EARTH TREMORS. 


INJURED TOTAL THREE 
HUNDRED. 


From Retrer’s Corresponpent. 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Wednesday. 


The vivid imagination of panic-stricken 
citizens, who were tumbled from their 
beds in the darkness, would appear to 
be responsible for the early reports of 
an earthquake here that had left fifteen 
hundred dead and several thousands in- 
jured, the huge casualties melting away 
in the light of day to the present official 
estimate of six dead and three hundred 
injured. 

Among the dead is reported to be the 
mother of newly-horn twins, who was in 
the maternity ward of the hospital. 

Extensive damage has. however, heen 
done to property, especially in the busi- 
ness section of the town. 

The Mayor haa ordered the gas and 
efectric services to be cut off, so as to 
prevent fire, and has informed the Govern. 
ment that the local authorities. are able 


Many of the population haye, im pane, 
packed up some food and retired io the 
country. The shops are closed, the trains 
are not running, and there is very little 
traffic in the streets: but the authorities 
hope that things will be normal in 4 
few days’ time. 

Although the hrst reports were uti- 
doubtedly inspired by the atmosphere of 
panic in the town, there were, im fact, 
twu severe shocks between 1.15 and 1.30 
this morning, which caused havoc in the 
darkened town and scenes of great con- 
fusion. Buildings cvumbled. women 
screamed as they rushed from = their 
shaking houses in their night-attire, and 
blocks of masonry crashed cown.

Income Tax Relief. 
When Mr. Neville Chamberlain makes 
his speech to-morrow it is not altogether 


improbable that he will be able to scatter 


a few crumbs of comfort before the hard!r 
pressed income tax payer, though relief 
may not become available until he intro- 


duces his Budget next April. As I have 
mentioned already, the Chancellor hopes 
to take off the sixpence in the pound on 
income tax imposed by Lord Snowden, but 
nothing more.

DANGER FROM STRAY 
SHELLS.

SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

Following notification by the Japanese 
Consul-General to the British and 
American Consuls-General this morning 
that the «Japanese intended to occupy 
Woosung, a violent bombardment of the 
Woosung forts was begun by two cruisers, 
three destroyers and aeroplanes. 

[In Tokyo it was stated that the bom- 
bardment was a reprisal for shots fired 
from the forts. | 

Under cover of the bombardment Japa- 
nese marines were landed. 

The forts returned the fire, and Chinese 
headquarters claim that one Japanese 
destroyer was sunk. 

Tt is also claimed that the Chinese are 
still holding the forts and are busily pre- 
paring for another attack, which is ex-

KEY POSITION. 


Woosung, at the junction of the Yangtse 
River estuary and the Whangpoo River, 
guards the channel up the Whangpoo to 
Shanghai, thirteen fe, ÁR from its mouth.

Two shells, both of which fortunately 
failed to explode, landed in the compound 
of the British-owned Asiatic Petroleum 
Co. on Gough Island, half-way between 
Shanghai and Woosung.

It is not clear 
whether they were Japanese or Chinese 
shells. i 

At 4.30 p.m. Chinese and foreign 
residents on Gough Island were in danger 
of being blown. to bits, as shells con- 
tinually landed in the water just in front 
of the British and American oil companies’ 
installations. 


BRITISH SHIP’S ESCAPE. 


The British steamer Fengtien had a 
thrilling experience when passing the 
Woosung forts on its way to Shanghai 
this morning from Tientsin with fifty 
time-expired British troops from the 
Tientsin garrison. 

The Fengtien’s British officers relate 
that as she neared the breakwater guard- 
ing the entrance to the Whangpoo River 
three Japanese destroyers were seen coming 
down the river at high speed. As they 
miwhed out the Fengtien was between the 
destroyers and the forts. Without wait- 
ing for the Fengtien to pass the secon: 
destroyer opened fire across the British 
ship’s bows at ite forts. The forts 
immediately replied, and one shel! landed 
on the breakwater near the Fengtien, 
while another fell into the river close by. 

The destroyers continued to fire over 
the Fengtien, which put on every ounce 
of extra steam she could muster, and was 
able to. get out of the firing line without 
being hit. |

If 
the suggested .improvements were carried 
out ten or twelve similar boats would be 
engaged, and a local industry would thereby 
be created. Some 6, tons of imports 
annually could be landed more easily with 
a consequent reduction in prices. 

The Commissioners promised to give the 
matter full consideration, and to communi- 
cate further with the honorary secretary.

MR. ALEXANDER C, LARMINIFE. 
The death took place at Castlebar yesterday 
of Mr. Alexander Clendinning Larminie, in 
his 90th year. 

Mr. Larminie was born in Castlebar in 
1843, and was educated in Stacpoole’s School, 
Kingstown, and in 1860 he entered the 
National Bank. He had only been two years 
in the bank when he became Assistant-Agent, 
and afterwards Agent, to Field-Marsha! the 
Earl of Lucan. He served under three Earls 
of Lucan. He wag one of the few land 
agents during the agrarian agitation at the 
end of the nineteenth century who travelled 
over the Lucan estate without police pro- 
tection. 

He always took an active interest in the 
town of Castlebar. He was a member of the 
Grand Jury for 3 years, and was a member 
of the Co. Mayo Board of Guardians for 42 
years, and for many years was Chairman of 
the Castlebar Urhan Council. He was one of 
the directors of the Castlebar Bacon Company, 
which he was instrumental in starting in his 
native town. 

At the time of the Disestablishment of the 
Church of Ireland he was appointed rector's 
churchwarden, in 1870, and he also held the 
same position for the year 1931. 

He leaves a widow and a son and daughter, 
both of whom are married.
